GETTING TO BE FRIENDS. 


Kaiser Sends a Kindly Message of 
Thanks to McKinley. 

WASHINGTON, April 29.—Emperor Wil- 
liam has given another indication of his 
friendship for the United States by send- 
ing a personal cable dispatch to President 
McKinley thanking him for his action in 
authorizing the landing of a German cable 
on American soil. 

Immediately upon the receipt of the mes- 
Sage it was telegraphed from the White 
House to the President in Philadelphia, The 
President has replied. With the Coghlan 
incident settled, Rear Admiral Kautz ad- 
monished and the three powers in 
accord respecting Samoa and with the nego- 
tiations for a reciprocity treaty with Ger- 
many making satisfactory, though slow 
progress, the authorities are much pleased. 
The following is the Emperor's cablegram 
to President McKinley: 

“The imper:al Postmaster-General has poms 
informed me that your excellency has kind- 
ly given your consent to the landing of a 
new cable on the shores of the United 
States. This welcome news will create 
unanimous satisfaction and joy throughout

SQUAD TO BE DISBANDED. 


SEQUEL TO THE ACTION 0O. FTHE 
MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY. 


Blue Coats to Be Taken From the 
Street of St. Louis and As- 
signed to Patrol 


Duty. 


Saturday will see the last of the gdamous 
Broadway Squed. That fine body of po- 
licemen, the pick and pride of the St. Louis 
Police Department for a short time, will 
be disrupted Saturday night. When they 
leave their etations in the evening they 
leave them permanently or until such time 
as they may be restored through a com- 
plete reorganization of the Police De- 
partment. 

The country might be searchel from one 

end to the other and a finer set of men 
could not be found. They are the life 
savers of the downtown districts. At 
busy street crossings, where surging hu- 
manity, rapidly moving motor and cable 
cars, thousands of horses and vehicles are 
constantly pouring, the members of the 
squad are stationed. The men were se- 
lected for their positions, not alone for 
their physical strength, but for their ac- 
tivity ‘of body and mind and for their brav- 
ery. 
The policemen doing squad duty will be 
transferred to the various districts’ and be 
assigned to beat duty. The change is to 
take effect at once. 

The move, which none regret more than 
Chief Campbell and the Board of Police 
Commissioners, was made absolutely nec- 
mon dS by the action of the Municipal As- 
sembly when through the City Auditor it 
served notice on the Board of Police Com- 
missioners that it would no longer audit 
any more pay-rolls than called for in the 
reguiac appropriation, which provided for 
685 patrolmen. At poses there are 1381 
probationary patroimen on the _ police 
force. All of these will be dismissed from 
the rolls Sunday. 

Even Patrolman Morris Silverman, who 
was presented with a gold shield only a 
few weeks ago for showing unusual bravery 
in rescuing an aged couple from a burning 
building will have to go with the rest. 
Three mew who have been doing excellent 
work on Chief Desmond's detective staff 
will also have to go. 

Chief Campbell was at first hopeful that 
he could retain a efw of the probationaries, 
but he finds that there is no warrant 
for so doing, and all will be dismissed. 

This will necessitate the reorganization 
of the entire department. Beats already 
too long will have to be made longer. *Dis- 
tricts inadequately policed will be still more 
reduced. 

Chief Campbell says that unless the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly appropriates the money 
the department will have to get along the 
best it can with its crippled force until the 
new police bill becomes a law. Then the 
Assembly will have to supply the money. 
But this law will not be in effect unti 9 
days after the adjournment of the Legis- 
lature. 


LIKES CINCINNATI METHOBS 


Chief Campbell Tells Wherein the Po- 
lice of That City Has Advantages 
Over the St. Louis Force. 


The heads of the St. Louls Police Depart- 
ment have returned from the Cincinnati 
junket. The police officials say they saw 
ayn things, many of them worthy of emu- 
ation, but circumstances forbid their adop- 
tion by the department here. 

‘The Cincinnati Police Department is the 
finest in many respects,”’ said Chief Camp- 
bell, “‘that I ever saw. They have finer 
quarters and everything is run on a broad- 
minded basis. Police headquarters there are 
located in the City Hall and over half of 
the building is given over to the police. 
There is a magnificent gymmasium there—- 
the finest I ever saw. All of the police are 
given a course of instruction and as a re- 
sult they are quick, ae@etive and strong. 

“The gymnasium feature here is not prac- 
ticable. There the eight-hour system is in 
vogzue. Here our men work twelve hours 
and even if we had a gymnasium it would 
be difficult for the officers to find time to 
train. In Cincinmati daily instructions are 
given and the police force boasts of some 
skilled boxers, who can conquer the average 
man without resort to weapons. But all po- 
licemen are armed. 

“One thing we will adopt is the system for 
keeping policemen’s clothes cleaned and re- 
paired. Each policeman contributes 25 cents 
& month to a fund and an inspector exam- 
ines each policeman’s clothes at certain in- 
tervals. fa button is off or a spot appears 
the garment must be taken to a tailor, who 
is under contract, and the damage remedied. 
The tailor gets his pay from the fund.”

Filipino Peace Envoys Go 
Back to the Army. 


OTIS LOOKS FOR SURRENDER. 


HE HAS REFUSED TO DEAL WITH 
THE CONGRESS. 


General Amnesty Has Been Assured 
Aguinaldo’s Delegates, However, 
and the End of the War 
Seems in Sight. 


WASHINGTON, April 29.—A state- 
ment prepared by the War Depart- 
ment shows that 198 were killed In 
the Philippines from Feb. 4 to April 
28. and 1111 wounded. Total, 1309. 

* 


MANILA, April 29, 3 p. m.—The confer- 
ence to-day between Gen. Otis and Col. 
Manuel Argueleses and Lieut. Jose Bornal, 
who came from Gen. Luna under a flag of 
truce yesterday to ask for cessation of hos- 
tilities, @as fruitless. It is understood 
that the Filipino commissioners were given 
the terms upon which the Americams will 
consent to negotiate. 

The Flipinos admit that they have been 
defeated and it is expected that they will 
return with fresh proposals from Gen. 
Luna. 

At noon to-day a truce of 48 hours went 
into effect, during which time the Iinsur- 
gents must decide to surrender or to re- 
sume battle. 

Lawiton's forces, which had such a 4dif- 
ficult and almost hopeless march through 
the jungles in the region southeast and 
east of Calumpit, are now well in hand at 
Angat, east of Calumpit, where he is wait- 
ing for suppl@s. 

Gen, Otis says that he doubts the sin- 
cerity of Gen. Luna’s proposal, believing 
that the insurgent General merely wishes 
to gain time. He says that in reply to his 
demand for unconditional surrender the 
envoys said they believed such conditions 


impossible. They added that if peace were 
forced upon them it would not be perma- 


nent. 

The Filipino refugees are all gathered at 
San Fernando. The insurgent soldiers are 
said to be in mutiny. 

The peasants in large numbers are re- 
turning to their homes within our terri- 
tory. 

New telegraphic connections with Gen. 
Lawton, by way of Bocave, have been com. 
pleted. 

The insurgents attacked the Americans 
at Taguig yesterday, killing two of our 
men and wounding twelve. They were sub- 
sequentiy repulsed by five companies of the 
First Washington and three companies of 
the Twelfth Infantry. 

There are indications that a considerable 
force of the enemy are gathered in that 
vicinity. The insurgents are constructing 
breastworks on the shores of La Guna de 
Bay and have one piece of artillery 
mounted. 


OTIS EXPECTS PEACE SOON. 


He Has Promised General Amnesty 
and Thinks the Foe Tired of War. 
WASHINGTON, April 29.—Gen. Otis to- 

day cabled the War Department that the 

conference with the Filipinos terminated 


this morning. He says that they wanted 
three weeks in which to allow their Con- 
gress to decide 'whether hostilities should 
cease. The proposition was declined. The 
representatives retired to the insurgent 
Mines. Gen. Otis says the insurgents are 
tired of fighting, and are no doubt seeking 
the best terms. 

In another cable ren. Otis expresses 
thanks to the President for:his appre -'*tion 
of the work of the army in the Philippines. 
It is stated at the War Department that 
the insurgent leaders probably will confer 
and seek another conference with Gen, Otis, 
and that the General will, no doubt, grant 
general amnesty. 

The full text of the dispatches from Gen. 
Otis are as folows: 

Mania, April (9.—Adjutant-General, Wasnh- 
ington: Cvonterence with Iineurgwent repre- 
sentatives terminated thts morning. Their 
request of cessation of hostilities for three 
weeks to enable them to call their Congress 
to decide whether to continue prosecution 
of war or proposé terms of peace. Proposi- 
tion declined, and full amnesty promised on 
surrender. Believe insurgents tired of war 
but seek to secure terms of peace through 
what they denominate their representative 
Congress. OTIS.

Copper Combine to Be Cap- 
italized at $500,000,000. 


SCRAMBLE FOR THE STOCK. 


ROCKEFELLER SYNDICATE HAS 
ALREADY SPENT $172,000,000. 


Scheme of the New Company Is Model- 
ed After That of Standard Oil and 
Even Stockholders Are to Be 
Kept in Ignorance. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 29.—While ev@y ef- 
fort is being made by the promoters of the 
copper combination to conceal the Identity 
of the mines whicn are to be a part of the 
great combination formed Thursday in 
Trenton, with a capitalization of $75,000,000, 
the Post-Dispatch is able to estate on ex- 
cellent authority that the first section of 
the trust which is eventually to have a 
capitalization of $400,000,000 or $500,000,000 Is 
composed of the Anaconda, the Parrot 
mines and the Washoe Smelting Co. of 
Butte, Mont., which has just constructed 
new smelting works at Butte which have 
a capacity for treating 1500 tons of copper 


ore a day. It ie stated on authority equal- 
ly good that the entire holdings of Marcus 
Daly and J. B. Haggin in the Anaconda 
mine have passed into the control of the 
Rockefeller trust, but that the services of 
these two men, owing to their great ex- 
perience in copper mining, have been re- 
tained at large salaries.

will be formed later in the spring 
will aleéo have a capitalization of 
about $75,000,000. It was intended to include 
the Boston and Montana mine in the first 
section, but on account of the fact that 
litigation among the stockholders has not 
been quite cleared up, the plan was aban- 
doned for the time being and that mine 
will head the geecond section, which will 
include probably the Montana Ore Pur- 
chasing Co., the Butte and Boston and the 
Tamarack mines.

In connection with 
this section there is a plan to develop aleo 
the Great Lake Transportation mines, in 
which Mr. Rockefeller is largely interested, 
with a view to getting the ores to the sea- 
board at lower rates than the railroads will 
be able to make, and which would give 
the monopoly very much greater advan- 
tages than the competing mines could have.

by the stockholders. The public will not

Notwithstanding this fact, there was a 
wild scramble in Wall street yesterday for 
the rights to eubscribe for the new stock.

VINEGAR COMBINE COMPLETE. 


of Yeast Will Be Nearly 

Doubled as a Result. 

CHICAGO, April 29.—After the middle of 
May there will be but one vinegar factory 
in Chicago the output of which Is not con- 
trolled by the American Vinegar Co., which 
is being financiered by Henry Clews & Co. 
of New York. Four Chicago companies 
have given options on the purchage of thetr 
factories, as follows: Spielman Brothers 
Co.,, W. H. Bunge Co., Willlam Henning 
& Co., the Prussing Vinegar Co. The esti- 
mated value of the four Chicago plants is 
$1,000,000. After their absorption by the 
American Vinegar Co. that corporation 
will, it ie said, control 95 per cent of the 
vinewar and yeast output In the Untted 
States. Forty factories in various parts of 
the country, in territory extending from 
Omaha to Boston, and from Dubuque to 
Louisville, will be in the combinarion. In 
all these factories yeast is an important 
by-product. 

The consolidation of all the Interests will 
terminate a four years’ war which hae re- 
sulted disastrously to yeast prices. 

Yeast for some «ime has been selling at 
10 cents a pound, while the cost of manu- 
facture is about 18 cents. It Is expected the 
price of veast will be raised to the latter 
tizure.

GOING TO HER AGED MOTHER. 


SHE SAYS SHE HAS MADE NO 
PLANS FOR THE FUTURE. 


Theatrical and Lecture Managers Have 
Made Her Tempting Offers, but 
She Expects to Earn a Liv- 
ing With Her Needle. 


CANTON, O., April 28. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

“I wish to say first of all, that 
my misfortunes and troubles and the 
results should stand as a warn- 
ing to both men and women. I 
have learned a bitter lesson and I hope 
that it will go to the heart of every 
woman in this land. I wish I could go 
into every home and tell the wives, 
mothers and daughters and sisters the 
story of my life, so that it might stand 
out to them as a warning for all time. 
No woman can be ioo careful in the 
choice of her associates, nor can she 
guard herself too strongly against 


temptation. I believe tat I have learned 

this lesson at the bitterest cost that 

could come to a woman. 

‘"The verdict to-day should be a warn- 
ing to men as well. It should teach 
them that the home is a sacred temple 
not to be violated with impunity. I 
feel that the sentiment not only of Can- 
ton, but of the entire country, stands 
in support of thfs dootrine. I have 
had letters from almost every corner in 
the length and breadth of this land of- 
fering support and sympathy. They 
come from strangers, from people that 
I never knew or heard of, and I judge 
from the tone that they sympathize with 
me because of the wrong which I have 
suffered at the hands of one man, Some 
of these were from ministers of the 
gospel and many from women. I am 
more grateful than I can tel! you for 
this great sympathy and encourage- 
ment during my trial. It shows that 
the sentiment for the purity of the 
Americarm home is no dream. 

“I know full well how much of the 
blame for this struggle for the last ten 
years may be attached to me. I have 
repented and I have suffered but I feel 
that the future has better things in 
store. I have made no plans and I do 
not know where my support will come 
from. I am a dressmaker and I expect 
to go to work as soon as 1 have rested 
from the awful strain of these nine 
months. 

“This afternoon I shall go to Hanover- 
ton to visit my mother, who is quite ill 
at the age of 8&2 years. I have been in- 
vited to spend a few weeks at the sea- 
shore and very likely will accept. I will 
leave Canton for ever and live my life 
amid other scenes. The story that I 
have even considered a suit against the 
estate of George D. Saxton for a por- 
tion as a common-law wife is absolutely 
false. I have never even discussed the 
matter with my lawyers. 

“Finally I wish to again thank every- 
body who has sympathized or given me 
aid in this great trouble. I thank the 
press. The newspapers and reporters 
with but very few exceptions have been 
with me in this trouble. Quite needless 
is it to say that my lasting gratitude 
goes to the two lawyers, Mr. Welty and 
Mr. Sterling. who have defended me so 
ably and untiringly. I never believed 
at any stage of the trial that the jury 
would find me guilty and yet I was 
prepared for any result, for 1 know the 
uncertainty of a jury’s verdict. 

“ANNA E. GEORGE.”

CANTON, O., April 23.—After her acquit- 
tal yesterday, Mrs. Anna George wrote the 
statement that appears here. Mrs. George 
is being made a heroine in Canton. 
the stirring scenes in the court room 
lowing the return of the jury she returne 
to the jail for the congratulations of 
Sheriff's family. Crowds about the jail e: 
trance and on the streets greeted her wi‘! 
yells of congratulations and hurrahs. and 
she bowed and smiled her thanks.

28.000 NAMES TO BE CARRIED. 


Two More Lists Will Be Examined 
Before the $3,000,000 Is Dis- 
tributed by Brooke. 


HAVANA, April 29.—The efforts of the 
American military authorities to reduce to 
just and reasonable proportions the swollen 
Cuban army lists promise to Dear some 
substantial fruit. 

After many conferences between the com- 
mittee of Generals representing the fnsur- 
gent forces and Gen. Ernest, the Gov- 
ernor-General’s chief of staff, it has been 
decided to prepare two new experimental 
lists—one of the soldiers actually under 
arms on Feb. 165, 18%, the day the Maine 
was blown up, and one of those enrolled on 
April 1, on the same year, the day GoOv.- 
Gen. Blanco, under instructions from Mad- 
rid, proclaimed a truce with the Cubans. 
Gens. Brooke and Gomez can then decide 
which list more equitably represents the 
real fighting strength of the insurgentarmy. 
It is calculated that not more than 28,000 
names wil! be carried on one of these two 
rolis finally settled upon as a basis for 
the distribution of the $3,000,000 fund now 
locked up on the Burnside. 

The disbursement of this fund will release 
for general circulation in Cuba a welcome 
supply of American coins, now much needed 
to replace the depreciated Spanish silver 
and copper pieces. ‘There are on the Burn- 
side 2,500,000 10-cent pieces and 200,000 nickels. 
No effort has been made so far to bring 
American i-cent pieces into popular use, 
the big. capper centavos of Spanish coinage 
still holding the field. 

Commenting on the fact that the degrees 
abolishing bull fighting and cock fighting 
are just appearing in ‘the official gazette, 
La Lucha indulges to-day in some good- 
natured banter aimed at the tmsular cabi- 
net’s reputed programme of further social 
and domestic reforms. It hints that before 
May is over the gambling which thas been 
customary in Havana clubs will be fmter- 
dicted and that the favorite Cuban dissi- 
pation of public balls will be subjected to 
many novel restraints. It is also suggested 
the Cahinet might well undertake to sup- 
press the pawnshops as incentives to im- 
providence. 

‘*To travel on this route ts soon to reach 
Heaven,” exclaims La Lucha In its puzzled 
amazement at these thickly crowding inno- 
vations. Bull fighting, indeed, ceased sev- 
eral months ago on the departure the 
Spaniards. Cocking mains are still; con- 
ducted but with great secrecy. In |San- 
tiago all gambling in the social clubs was 
stopped last fall by Gen. Wood's orders. 

‘The mustered out American’ soldiers 
who have been taken on the Havana police 
force are disposed to complain of the mea- 
ger salaries paid the uardians of the 
peace and of the long hours of regular 
duty. The local policemen gets only $50 a 
month, which in an expensive city like Ha- 
vana is scarcely enough to make ends 
meet and the force is so limited that, ac- 
cording to the complaints made a patrol- 
man has often to be on post 18 hours out 
of the 24. Mistaken economy has perhaps 
been shown in all the civil departments 
here in readopting the scale of salaries 
paid under the Spanish administration. 
Few Spanish officials cared what nominal 
salaries they drew as a public commission 
of any sort was looked upon as a license 
to line one’s coat pockets liberally at the 
expense of the Cuban public. Many Span- 
ish sub-officials, with nominal salaries of 
less than $1000 had regular incomes of $10,- 
000 to $12,000. With rigid honesty of admin- 
istration the compensation offered in the 
civil service is now in many cases inade- 
quate and far from inductive to either ef- 
ficiency or enthusiasm, 

“To offset the gloomy predictions based 
on the departure of so many Spaniards 
from the island one of the local newspa- 
pers published a table showing the totals 
of emigration and immigration for the 
months of January, February and March. 
These figures show that 1279 passengers left 
this port, while 14,36 landed here. The 
figures for April will, of course, reverse 
this apparently favorable balance, for 
most of the arrivals here have been of 
Americans who are now returning to the 
United States in large numbers. It is prob- 
ably safe to say that from 19,000 to 20,000 
Spaniards have left Cuba since January 1, 
many of them salling from other ports than 
Havana. 

“During the week ending April 22, there 
were 175 deaths in the city. Of these none 
were due vellow fever. Diseases of the 
lungs prove, as usual, those most fatal to 
this sensitive and thin blooded popula- 
tion.’”’

SIX MONTHS THE LIMIT OF A 
WORKHOUSE SENTENCE. 


JUDGE TALTY’S DECISION. 


Superintendent Cannot Keep a Prison- 
er Beyond the Period Prescribed 
by the City Charter. 


Judge John A. Talty handed down his de- 
cision in the Mary Duff habeas corpus case 
Saturday morning. The opinion was in fa- 
vor of the plaintiff and Mary Duff's free- 
dom will be reetored at once. 

The case is one of importance and the 
ruling of the court may have the effect of 
making the Workhouse a house of work in 
name only tn case the prisoners conclude to 
take advantage of what the court says is 
their right. 

Mary Duff was arrested early last June 
and in the Police Court she was fined $100 
by Judge Peabody. In default of payment 
she was remanded to the Workhouse for a 
period of six months. ‘This is the longest 
period a prisoner may be sentenced to this 


institution. There is an ordinance, how- 
ever, which provides that when a prisoner 
refuses to work out ‘his fine he may be kept 
by the keeper of the Workhouse until such 
time as the debt may be canceled and his 
board at the Workhouse paid. Ugder this 
ordinance a prisoner may be kept in the 
Workhouse forever if the keeper is 580 
minded and if the prisoner declined to work, 

Mary Duff's six months’ sentence expired 
last December, but she is still a prisoner, 
nenee four months have passed since she 
should have been given her freedom. Much 
of the time she was kept in the “black 
cell,” and was given a diet of bread and 
water. She refused to work, because, 
claimed, she was unable to work. 

Some philanthropic woman, whose name 
has not been distlosed, took compassion on 
the unfortunate woman and employed Miss 
Daisy D. Barbee, attorney, to procure her 
release. Miss Barbee calied at the Work- 
house and demanded her client's Telease. 
This was denied and Nic Karr, the keeper, 
refused to even show the commitment pa- 
pers. He said Mary Duff would be Kept 
in prison for life unless she obeyed the rules 
of the institution and worked out her fine. 

Miss Barbee filed a petition for a writ 
of habeas corpus and it was arg at 
length before Judge Taity a week ago. He 
took the subject under advisement. Satur- 
day morning he handed down his opinion, 
in which the said, in part: 

In determining this question it must be borne tn 
mimi that there is no imprisonment in this State 
for debt. The misdemeanor for which Mary Duff 
was fined was not an offense against the laws of 
the State, but simply an infraction of a city or- 
dinance, which infraction does not amount to a 
crime, but only to that which gives the city the 
right to proceed for the collection of a sum of 
money, because of the violation by the payed 
of the ordinance. The proceeding was only a civil 
suit, and had the incidents and attributes merely 
of a quasi criminal character. 

Therefore, the city has authority to imprison — 
sons until their fines (debts) rn mg for violations 
of city ordinances are paid, either ip money or by 
their labor, only to the extent of the exceptions 
made by the law by reason of their being fines and 
penalties. In this case, only to the extent au- 
thorized by the organic law of the city, the char- 
ter. 

Now, while a city council may pass such ordin- 
ances as may to it seem best, it is for the courts 
to determine their validity, and when an ordinance 
is found not to be in conformity with the charter, 
or not reasonably incident to powers conceded in 
the charter, it will be held void. 

The ordinances cited in respondent's return clear- 
ly conflict with Article 3, Section 26, Clause 10, of 
the City Charter, which provides that no Iimpria- 
onment for the violation of an ordinance shall ex- 
ceed six months for any one offense; and to that 
extent they are vold. And the petitioner having 
being contined for a longer term than six months 
for her said one offense, she will be discharged 
from imprisonment. 

The Court will state, however, that no blame 
should be attached to the Superintendent of the 
Workhouse, as he has simply followed the custom

WILL NOT PAY TWICE. 


N.caragua Informed That the Double 
Assessment Game Must Cease. 

WASHINGTON, April 29.—Secretary Hay 
has cabled instructions to Minister Merry at 
Bluefields, informing him that the United 
States could not permit the double assess- 
ment of American merchants at Bluefields 
on goods imported into that port. 

Minister Merry, who has been at Blue- 
fielis making an investigation of the com- 
plaints of the American merchants at that 
point, is expected, under the instructions 
sent him, to demand the refunding of such 
duties as were paid under protest and that 
Gen. Torres, the Nicaraguan official in 
charge of the department, shall desist from 
his attempts to enforce payment of the 
duties. It is the position of this Govern- 
ment that as the American importer paid 
to the insurrectionist Government the du- 
ties on goods brought into Bluefields dur- 
ing the period from Feb. 3 to Feb, 25, the 
Nicaraguan Government, after it resumed 
control had no right to endeavor to assess 
them again for the amount of such duties, 

It is contended by the Nicaraguan Gov- 
ernment that the Americans really paid 
the money to the insurgents to aid them in 
their revolt and that, to prevent the former 
from being illegally assessed a decree was 
issued by President Selaya immediately 
after the port was occupied by the insur- 
rectionists announcing that no duties would 
be collected there. 

The officiels do not recognize the position 
of the Nicaraguan Government, however, 
on the ground that in case of a vessel 
sea with perishable freight on board an 
bound for Bluefields, her agents would be 
compelled to pay the duties demanded by 
the de facto Government, Which at that 
time was the insurrection:st Government, In 
order to save the cargo. As the Detroit 
is at Bluefieids, ready to.emforee Mr. Mer- 
rv’s demand, no doubt is felt that the inet- 
dent will be closed without much further 
trouble. The Detroit immediately 
the conclusion of the incident 
brought to Washington to participate in 
the peace jubilee ceremonies to be held here 
next month. 


THINK THE WAR OVER. 
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Washington Looks for Extended Con- 
ferences, but No More Fighting. 

WASHINGTON, April 29.—In an inter- 
view regarding the Philippine situation, 
given out here, Adjt.-Gen. Corbin says: 

“When the white flag goes up on one 
side every soldier understands. There is no 
Filipino b. the ranks so ignorant that he 
does not comprehend that the fighting is 
over.” 

“Soldiers understand soldiers,”"” continued 
Gen. Corbin “You take armies which 
have been fighting each other, and let one 
raise the white flag and ask for peace. there 
is but one natural result. You remember 
how it was between the armies of Grant 
and Lee at Appomattox. When peace is 
asked by one side it follows. The men who 
have been fighting each other stop. Re- 
sumption of hostiiities is not thought of. 
Arrangements of final terms is only a mat- 
ter of detail.” 

The military authorities here expect con- 
tinued conferences, but all feel that an 
end to the fighting has come and that the 
Filipinos will shortly lay down their arma. 

Reports nolsed about the capital 
night were that instructions had 
cabled to Gen, Otis and President Schur- 
man of the Philippine Commission, which, 
while not embarrassing the men on the 
ground in any way, It is suggested that the 
insurgents’ Cornf®rets must not be recog- 
nized as an independent power. It was suge- 
gested, however, that an armistice might

TRUSTS AND PRICES. 


In anewer to the argument of the trust advocates that trusts 
are organized to secure economy of production in the benefits 
of, which the public will share, the Post-Dispatch last Sunday 
showed that the trusts are organized to secure monopoly 
control of production: and to regulate prices for their own 
profit. 

What is the testimony of the trusts themselves on this sub- 

? Fortunately thure are pertinent facts at hand. 

@ American Steel and Wire Nail Company has thrown 
thousands Of workers put of employment by closing plants 
and has advanced prices 100 per cent, the cost in small lots 
now being $2.30 a keg or $46 a ton. 

The stove manufacturers’ combination has advanced the 
price of stoves 2¢ per cemt since March 1. 

On April 6, the gas vapor stove 
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manufacturers ad- 
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|vanced prices from 15 to 30 per cent. An advance of 12% 
per cent was made on galvanized eavetroughs,, water and fire 

In a recent bid for cast iron pipes the United States com- 
pany increased the price $8 a ton over Jast year’s contracts— 
an advence of 50 per cent. 

In Chicago the brick trust raised the price of brick required 
for city work from $4.75 to $6 and $6.50 per 1000. 

Throughout New England the price of iron castings was 
raised five-eighths of a cent a pound on April 1. 

The American Window-Glass Company, controlling the sup- 
ply of the East and Central West, has withdrawn ¢#ts sched- 
ules “preparatory to a general increase of prices on all its 
goods.” Preparatory to this the company shut down a large 
portion of its works at Pittsburg for the purpose of creating 
an artificial scarcity on’ which to base its rise in peices. 

Tin-plate has been so much advanced in price that importa- 
tions were threatened, and the trust keeps the price just at 
the point to prevent foreign competition. 

‘vsth monopoly power thoroughly secured, the prices wil) 
be raised to the limit of the burden the traffic will bear. Anda 
monopoly will be sustained by political power. 

There is no division among Americans in rejoicing over the 
apparent prospect of peace in the Philippines, nor in ad- 
miration for the splendid qualities of the American volunteers 
whose invincibie courage and skill have contributed so much 
to the triumph of American arms. These mcn were muwre 
than faithful s-Idiers; they continued to fight for the flag un- 
der the most adverse circumstances after their terms of en- 
listmeut had ceased. No difficulties—heat, jungles, rivers or 
Mauser bullets—ccould stop them. They have given the world a 
splendid exhibition of the indomitable spirit of the American 
soldier. They have also given it to understand that it does 
not take long to turn American citizens into unconquerable 
soldiers. 
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THE STREET RAILROAD COMBINE. 


Yesterday the State House of Representatives passed the 
most stringent of all the anti-trust acts which have passed 
the i,egislature. This was the second of the two important 
acts in restraint of combines which were specially asked for 
and prepared by Attorney-General Crow. 

But while both the Senate and the House have responded to 
the appeal for general legislation in restraint of pools, combines 
and trusts and have sought to place themselves conspicuously 
on record as opposed to monopoly, there is now pending in 
the Senate, favorably reported by the Joint Revision Com- 
mittee, a bill specially designed to legalize a gigantic com- 
bine of street railroads. 

For the accomplishment of this purpose an attempt was 
made to slip through the Legislature an amendment to the 
corporation law authorizing the consolidation of street rail- 
roads. The Post-Dispatch discovered and exposed the scheme. 

Having been defeated in the amendment of the corporation 
law, the conspirators, knowing that a specific bill for this pur- 
pose would fail, had the authorization inserted in the “Street 
Railroads’’ chapter of the Revised Statutes, and reported by 
the Jcint Revision Committee for passage. 

Under this amended act any street railroad is authorized 
to gobble all the other street railroads and'‘to hold and oper- 
ate them. It legalizes an unlimited consolidation or corn- 
bination of street railroads in the State and grants to them 
the powers and privileges of steam railroads. 

That the sneaking scheme found favor in the Joint Re- 
vision Committee is manifest from the favorable report. Will 
it find faver with the majority of the Senate and House? 

Should this bill become a law the Legislature will pave the 
way for a gigantic street railway trust which will utterly 
crush competition in street railway transportation and will 
hold the cities of the State in the hollow of its hand. 

The evil of such a trust will not stop with the monopoly of 
street railways. It will control the elections of the cities. 
It will own the Municipal Assemblies and will hold the bal- 
ance of power between the parties, dictating terms to both. 
It will hold Missouri municipalities in political bondage. 

How could any Legislature justify the adoption of an act 
legalizing so monstrous a monopoly? 

What must he said of a Legislature controlled by a party 
pledged to combat monopoly and posing as an anti-trust 
Legislature, which would pass an act specifically designed to 
authorize a most oppressive and dangerous trust? 

The Post-Dispatch does not believe that the Democratic 
majority in the State Legislature wants to be branded as 
the treacherous tool of trust promoters. 
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We are convincing tthe Filipinos that the Lord has “loosed 
the fateful lightning of His terrible, swift sword.” How can 
He be otherwise than opposed to the Filipinos, who do not 
handle sword and. gun effectively? ,

NICARAGUA IS WEARY OF WAR. 


Landowners Believe If Their Country 


Were Annexed to Mexi¢o Prop- 
erty Values Would Increase. 


MANAUGUA, Nicaragua, Apfil 4.—Strong 
efforts have recently been made by per- 
sons high in official confidence in Nicaragua 
to prejudice and embitter thé people of 
this State against the people and Govern- 
ment of the United States. ‘These efforts 
appear as editorials in El Comercio. 

In the editorial articles of March 2 and 
29 the leaders of the revolution against the 
authority of the United £tates in the Phil- 
ippine Islands are praised in strong terms 
and the ‘®nduct of the rebels is approved 
and. they are encouraged to continued re- 
sistance to the soldiers of the United States 
by every process. The articles declare that 
the troubles and the fighting were provokd 
and started by the American |authorities. 
The people of Nicaragua genefally recog- 
nize the fact that the articles were written 
by an itimate friend of President Selaya 
and probably reflect the Presidemt’s private 
feelings. 

Such criticisms of the Government of the 
United States as are offered in the edito- 
rials referred ‘o are the more remarkable in 
view of the fact that the Government of 
Nicaragua at the commencement of the re- 
cent revolution against it at Bluefields 
begged that United States Warships be 
sent there. | 

There are discussions in intelligent circles 
in Nicaragua centers and other Central 
American States fn expectation that Mexico 
will probabiy soon move southwardly and 
annex these States. 

As these people appear to ba unable to 
govern themselves posers arid there be- 
ing a similarity at least in the history, tra- 
ditions, laws eg1 languages fre Mexican 
and Central Avverican States ard no Clay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty to Interfere with the con- 
struction of a camal by Mexico across the 
Peninsular of Nicaragua, the |suggestion 
has some elements of plausfbility. 

Many of the natives who were in good 
financial circumstances until ree years 
ago appear indifferent to such|a change, 
because, at present, they are loaded down 
with debts, accumulated by compounding 
high rates of interest on loans of money 
made to them in 18%-%, by Europeans. 
Some of this class hope that the transition 
of Government would enable them by an 
advance in the selling price of real estate, 
to pay their debts. 

A large number of the natives appear to 
favor the idea of being annexed|by Mexico 
as if it were a hope set before them of 
peace and prosperity in the near future, de- 
claring themselves tired of the many revo- 
lutions and thetr disastrous so¢ial, moral 
and financial results, that have) originated 
during the last few years by spat and ™ 
ty jeajousies among the high offi¢ials of the 
party in power.

EX-POLICEMAN OF BELLEVILLE 
RESENTS BEING DISCIPLINED,, 


SAYS THE CHIEF IS DERELICT. 


Henry Wasen Charges His Quondam 
Superior Officer With Neglect of 
Duty and Other Things. 


Ex-Policeman Henry Wasem is after the ecalp 
of Ohief Obst of Belleville. He has started out 
to tell the citizens and the City Oounclil ail he 
knows about the way Chief Obst does business.

He 
was suspended. 

Wasem has written an open letter, In which he 
sets up that Obst violates a few rules. 1900. lo 
this letter he says he was assured by Oapt. Yaeke! 
that the rule referred to had not been enforced 
since dbbset had been Chief 

“If the rules were strictly enforced against the 
Ohief,”"" says Waseem, “‘he would not be able to 
bold bis job a week.”’ 

Wasem goes on to say that Obst never goes to 
the police station before noon, and nobody ever 
sees him at the station after noon ‘‘unless be has 
a Constable job on hand.’ Along with being 
Ohief of Police, Obst is hlso a Constable and a 
dairyman. 

Wasem says the Chief often spends a whole day 
away from town on private bustuess, and on 
one occasion, when he had:*been goue all day, he 
confided to one of the policemen that he collected 
$200 for a client and got $20 commission. 

He says that Obst takes it upon lilwself to eger- 
tle a great many cases on the payment by the 
accused of the Obief's costs. In one «ase, he suys, 
the Chief charged two men $1.05 each four coats 
and the cases were bever put on the docket, and 
BO warrant was ever eworn cout. 

Wasem went to the station Vriday and left 
bis helmet, star and club and took away his per- 
sonal belongings. He will not be an applicant for 
rea intment. :

J. J. M’CANN OBJECTS TO LABOR 
BEING TAXED. 


J. J. McCann was a defendant in Po- 
lice Court Saturday morning, charged with 
doing business of a real estate agent with- 
out a license. 

Mr. McCann pleaded his own case. He 
tacitly admitted that he was guilty, but de- 
clared he would go to the Workhouse 
rather than to pay a fine, and he declared 
he would not under any circumstances pay 
the $25 that the city ordinances demand of 


every man in the real estate business. 
The penalty in case of a conviction is a 
fine not leas than §100 or more than $200. 

Mr. McCann resists payment of this li- 
cense on the ground that the assessment of 
such a license is unconstituiional. He in- 
sisis that it is contrary to the declaration of 
independence, the constitution of the United 
States and the bill of rights of the State of 
Missouri.. MoCann declares that the city of 
St. Louis has no right to raise revenue by 
imposing a tax on his labor. He says that 
if trned fur refusing to pay he will bow to 
the mandate of the court and go to the 
Workhouse, but he intimates that dire 
things wlll follow if he, a free American 
citizen, is deprived of his liberty for en- 
deavoring to earn a living by honest work 
He denounced the entire license system an@d 
in his lengthy argument claimed that mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of property went un- 
taxed while the city was raising its revenue 
oft the labor of citizens. He declared the 
yroperty should be taxed und not the work- 
ngman.
